Of course, the steak is tough, tnstclcs* 
and indigestible, the "rosbif" raw in tlu- 
Mnter, though burnt outside, nasty in 
fluvor unci leathery in substance, thus 
constituting the most unsuitable ar- 
t if !■■ of diet that could be taken under 
the circumstances. Then <he English- 
man will pay Is 3d for a 4d bottle oi 
English ale, which is frir too heavy and 
alcoholic for the climate, instead ol 
drinking the pure wine of theeonnlry 
that is supplied without stint and 
gratuitously at all meals. These Brit* 
Ish |>coiiliaritieB have done much to de- 
stroy the advantages of foreign travel 
and to render the better known hotels, 
which are frequented by Knglish fam- 
ilies, na expensive ub the hotels in Eng- 
land. The experienced continental 
traveler, who has lenrneil to do at Rome 
as the Unmans do, very carefully avoids 
the hotels frequented by the Knglish. 
He is consequently t rented with much 
greater civility, is fed on dishes which 
the natives know how to cook, and 
which the experience of centuries has 
proved to be better suited to the climate 
and economizes something like 50 pc r 
<<ent. on the cost of living. On the 
other hand, he may have toenntent him- 
self with n very small washing basin 
(the introduction of Knglish habits \a 
the matter of personal ablution Is much 
needed), and the drainage of the hotels 
may leave much to l>e desired; never 
thelesK, even In this last particular im- 
provements are being effected everyday.

LIFTING APPARATUS. 
••tm Lots of Hard Work and Is Easily 



It la always advisable for the farmer 

to possess everything possible which 
will tend to ease his work, nnd by ail 
means when it id something: attainable 
at little or no expense. The device 
(riven below is one costing but n trifle, 
Is easily mnde, and when ritfhtly con- 
structed it is worth i!s welpht in fold 
to any farmer. With It heavy bulks, 
su< h ns flour, infrar. Rait, hops, baled 
liny and the like can be looded or 1111- 
lunded with ease into almost .my kirn' 
of an open vehicle. The fn*t is. It will 
be found available in many an unexpect 
ed place, and hence every farmer, and 
many people who are not farmers.ou^iit 
to own one. 

The apparatus enn be made up to a 
certain extent of any sire desired. Hut 
for most purposes one may be consid- 
ered sufficient that is constructed ac- 
cording to the follow laf dimensions: 
The table should be six inches thick anil 
14 in diameter; it should consist of 
hard wood, nnd. if possible, be in one 
piece. Thl leps require a lenpth of 
seven feet, inserted into the table nt 
such an nnple that the affair will stanil 
firmly even where the provnd is m>< 
level. A wooden pin mnde of white oak 
or hickory, one inch in diameter, should

be set upright in t lie center of t he table. 
This pin oupht to be exceedingly 
smooth and even, as well as the top 
of the table.

How to Kaol 

Swamp lands vary greatly la the cost 
of drainage, some lieing Tery easily 
drained, merely requiring a good 
let, and drains to catch the water that 

comes dowu on them from the surround- 
ing upland, while others having a hard 
and Impervious subsoil near the sur- 
face, require frequent drains over the 
entire surface. Kpringy swamps are 
usually the most difficult to drain well, 
as it is necessary to so cut the ditches 
as to tap the streams of water before 
it reaches the surface, and this requires 
much skill and experience. The na- 
ture of the vegetation growing in a. 
swamp w ill have considerable influence 
on the cost of reclamation. Many 
swamps are ditched and then left with* 
out uny further attempt at rendering 
them productive, the owners suppos- 
ing that they being rid of their Rurplua 
water will, like new-cleared upland, 
soon produce good pasture without seed- 
ing. This is a mistake; the old marsh 
>egctntion is firmly rooted, and though 
♦he drained land is not well suited 
its growth, it hangs on nnd is replaced 
very slowly or not ut all by better food. 
Now, If we have to sjiend any 
all on these lands, the only uny to get 
it bnck is to keep working on them till 
they will grow good crops of some 
Cut off the brush and break up tin 
grass sod, and get some good tame 
grasses growing. The most o 
swamp lands, when properly d 
and cleared, arc esp»eially adap 
grazing and the production of ha 
for this reason are usually more profita- 
ble when owned and farmed in con- 
nection with adjoining upland; this is 
cspecinllv the case wharf, mixed farm- 
ing is followed. "

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Patriot's Warning. 



Frow Leslie's Weekly. 

This country has had few more 
unselfish patriots of faithful servants than 
General Francis E. Spinner, who, as 
Treasurer of the United States during 
the most trying financial crisis through 
which we have ever passed — the period 
of the Civil War — justly won a world- 
wide reputation as one of the ablest, 
most conservative, and experienced fi- 
nanciers. During the closing years of 
his life General Spinner was a great suf- 
ferer from cancer of the face, but during 
the whole period of his suffering, down 
to his latest breath, he manifested the 
keenest interest in public affairs, and 
especially in the financial question, as to 
which he wrote Ireely for the newspa- 
pers. His very last article was pub- 
lished in Leslie's Weekly. In this he 
discussed the subject of the increased 
coinage of silver, and warned the coun- 
try that free coinage would precipitate a 
financial panic. His words have a pe- 
culiar and a pathetic interest at this 
time. We quote the closing paragraph 
of his article: 

"I am nearly 8S years old, and for 
more than half a century have watched 
and taken an interest in the monetary 
and commercial affairs of our country. 
I have no interest of friends or self to 
subserve. I am standing confronting 
an open grave and expect soon to sink 
into one. 1 love my country greatly, 
and I love its people more. The pros- 
perity of our country and the happiness 
of its people that now are, and of the 
generations that are to follow, are the 
subjects of solicitude nearest my heart. 
I cannot bear to sink into that grave 
without giving this my last note of sol- 
emn warning. If the country would 
avoid a great calamity let it re- 
store gold to be the sole standard of val- 
ues, and the consequent measure of all 
transferable com modi ties . 

Fortify the U. S. Treasury with 
gold coin, gradually replace the ware- 
house silver certificates with treasury 
notes of all denominations, from a five- 
cent to a thousand-dollar note, based 
upon and redeemable from the gold on 
deposit in the Treasury. Issue low in- 
terest bearing interchangeable currency 
bonds. This currency would not only 
have the gold in the Treasury, but all 
that sixty-five million people possess, as 
a guarantee for its redemption. Such 
an arrangement of the currency would 
constitute the Treasury of the United 
States into a safe insurance office against 
commercial revulsions and monetary 
panics. On the other hand.an illy consti- 
tuted and depreciated circulating me- 
dium, a dual standard of values, a re- 
dundant inflated currency based on a 
greatly depreciated silver coin such as 
the silver cranks desire are the she- 
wolves that will breed and litter want 
oi confidence distrust, fears, failures and 
panics upon our country, and disaster 
and ruin upon our people. The mone- 
tary course now being pursued is as 
sure to bring disaster as effect follows 
cause. Let the people be warned of 
the danger that is before them."

Near Youngstown, 0., Explodes 
With Terrible Results. 



The Bodies of Dan Davis and George 
Lynch Blown to Atoms, 



And No Parti of Them Ilavo Bern Found 
-Explosion Waa Heard for MUea 
Aroend— Caeae of Accident a Mya- 
tarjr— Two Man'a Narrow Kacape. 

Yocsostown, O., Sept 12.— A terri- 
ble explosion occurred at the mills of 
the Ohio Powder Co. Friday morning* 
•hortly after 8 o'clock. Two men were 
Instantly killed— Dan Davis and Cieo. 
Lynch. 

The explosion occurred in the press- 
room. It was heard for many miles in 
the country about Youngstown. 

What caused the disaster is hardly 
known. The fireman claims that he 
left the pressroom about five minutes 
before the explosion. The machinery 
has been thoroughly exurained, and no 
defect was found.

Yet Franklin was 
not naked to w rite the declaration of in 
dependence: and although he and Ad- 
ams made a few verbal amendments, 
the credit of that great state paper be- 
longs to Jefferson. And why was it 
that this responsibility was placed on 
Jefferson, and not on Franklin? 

I think the explanation lies in the fact 
that Franklin was a humorist. Not only 
was Franklin's sturdy common sense 
felt to Is- too plain a homespun for 
wear in the courts of Europe, when the 
thought needed to l>e attired in nil the 
lofty rhetoric that the most fervid en- 
thusiasm could produce, but nlso. 1 
fear me greatly, his colleague! wen 
afraid that Franklin would have his 
joke. It w ould be a goo<l joke, no doubt 
— probably a very good joke; but the i 
very best of jokes would not be In keep- 
Ing w ith the stately occasion. They I 
were ncttte. those leaders of the con- 
tinenUil congress, and they knew that 
every man has the defects of his quali- 
ties, anil that a humorist is likely to be 
lacking in reverence, and that the writer 
of the declaration of Independence had 
a theme which demanded the most rev- 
erential treatment. 

So it was that Benjamin Franklin had 
to pay the penalty of humor in the last 
century, just as Abraham Lincoln had 
to pay it in this century. Reenuse Lin- 
coln was swift to seize u)>on an incon- 
gruity, and because he sought relief for 
his abiding melancholy in playfulness, 
there were not a few w ho refused to 
take him seriously. 

Even after his death there were hon- 
est folk who held the shrewdest and 
loftiest of our statesmen to have been 

little better than a buffoon. Of the 
r three greatest Americans. Franklin, 
Washington and Lincoln, two were hu- 
morists; and it is perhaps hi* deficiency 
of humor which make* Washington 
s*em more remote from us and less 
friendly than either of the others.. 
Brnnder Matthews, in Harper's Moga- 
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people o: Kgypt have bet 
taxed in all ages, at the present time I 
paying between 7il and I I per cent, of 
their products to the government. No 
wonder in that time thee had a large 
corn crib, ami it was full. To that 
crib they came from tin' regions around 
about— those who were famished — 
some paying for the corn in money;

Tbc rirst Foll-Fledged Coach Was Used 



[Bpeclal New York Letter.] 
The carrlge, a vehicle familiar to the 
atreet gumln of to-day, has a history 
which reaches way back into the mazes 
of antiquity. It* first form was very 
primitive, and the products of the car- 
riage builders of the varioua ancient 
nations were in so far all alike that the 
box always rested directly on the axles. 
Wagons are first spoken of in the Bible 
and many ancient traditions und docu- 
ments apeuk about war chariots and 
triumphal carriages uaed by the an- 

The first carriage used by private 
persons was introduced in Rome about 
MO yeurs after its foundation. It was 
called the "pileutum," and wns granted 
by the senate to the Komnu ladies who 
had sacrificed their jewels in the in- 
terest of the republic. The privilege 
was rarely used, however, and up to the 
time of Augustus, the Roman ladies 
employed a sort of Sedan chair exclu- 
sively on their travels and excursions. 
The wagon of the Romana was called 
the "Cnrpentuin," and consisted of nn 
arched box resting on two wheels and 
drawn by one or two mules. The ear- 
pt-ntuin was often richly dceornted. At

used a four-wheeled carriage called the 
"(arrucae," and the Romun "swells' 
tried to outdo inch other in the ele- 
gance of their turuouta 

The knightly costumes of the middle 
nges nnd the wretched condition of the 
rouds interfered seriously with the use 
of cartages at that period and the noble 
Indies generally traveled on horseback 
like tle-ir lords. Men nnd women fos- 
tered the noble sport of horseback rid- 
ing; only monks and women using 
donkeys as a matter of greater comfort . 
As late as the Ix-ginning of the sixteenth 
century the aldermen in the cities went 
to council matting* era horseback. 

When covered coaches made their op 
pearai.ee in Germany, at the beginning 
of the sixteenth century, they were used 
only by the noblest ludies, men disdain- 
ing to ride in them. 

The first carriage with suspended box 
w hich is mentioned in medieval history 
served Queen Isabella at her official en- 
trance in Paris in 1405. Fifty years 
Inter the envoys of Ladislnus V„ king of 
Httngnry and Bohemia, presented the 
French queen with a "suspended anil 
ichly-deeorated carriage," w hich caused 
great admiration at the French cour:. 
This carriage was not imitated, how- 
ever, for Under the reign of Francis I, 
only two such conches existed in Paris, 
one of which belonged to the queen, 
the other to the king's mistress, Diana 
if P6itlers. Special permission was 
granted occasionally to ladies of the 
highest rnnk to use similar vehicles, but 
in 15l'.:i the parliament of Paris request- 
ed the king to forbid the use of car- 
riages in the city, nnd this decree w-n 
strictly enforced afterwards. Even 
under Henry IV. carriages were rare 
objects, the king possessing only one, 
for common use with the queen. The 
enrringe in which Henry wns murdered 
w ns a sort of enrt. resting on UN uxles, 
with a leather roof and leather curtains. 
The decree of the parliament of Paris 
was not unique, as other countries also 
prohibited the use of carriages, some 
going so far as to make it a felony for 
the lower nobility and other vassals to

Paris, Nicholas Sauvage, in 1650, and 
alnce hit house bore the name "Hotel 
St. Fiacre" these coaches were general- 
ly called "fiacres." Sauvage soon found 
imitators and Improvers, and only a few 
years later four-ln-hands could be hired 
tor excursions to the country palaces 
which the court occupied alternately. 
They were called: "Voitures pour la 
ault de b cour."

At last the ruina of the Indian Troy, 
lerply burled In the debris of over 21 
centuries, are likely aoon to see the 
light. Patallputra, the "Falllvothra" of 
the Creeks, the "city of sweet-scented 
flowers," so famous in ancieat Indian 
legend and romance, is perhaps most 
widely known as the capital of Asoka. 
the greatest of Indian emperors, and 
the most lavish devotee the world has 
ever seen. He covered his mighty king- 
dom from Afghanistan to the Dccean, 
from Nepal to Gujerat, with countless 
Buddhist monuments and buildings of 
vast size. His stupendous stupes or 
mounds of solid masonry to enshrine 
Buddha's relics, or to mark some sacred 
spot, are found all over India, and are 
almost like Kgyptinn pyramids in size. 
His colossal edict pillars, single shafts 
of stone over 40 feet in length and beau- 
tifully polished and sculptured, still 
excite the w onder nnd admiration of si) 
who see them. How magnificent then 
must have l>een the capital of this great 
nindoo king, who was the ally of the 
Greek kings. Aiitiochus of Syria, 
Ptolemy of Kgypt. Antigonos of Mace- 
don. Magnas of Cvn-n.- and Alexander 
of Epirus! 

It was already a splendid city in the 
fourth century H. C„ in the time of his 
grandfather. Ch.indrngupl.'i. the Greek 
Sandraeottus, as we hum from the 
glowing descriptions of Megnsthenc, 
th* amlMissador of the successor of Al- 
exander the Great. At that time the 
buildings were all of WOOd, like the pal- 
aces nnd temples of Burmah In the pres- 
ent day. It is a matter nf history, how - 
'ever, how Asok» found this capital of 
wood and left it of stone. But tiefore 
the dawn nf our era this great city had 
decayed with the fall of Asoka's dj 
nasty and the smaller .succeeding dy- 
nasties Bad the transfer of capital 
elsewhere. In 400 A. D. the Chinese 
pilgrim Fn Hian reported that it lay 
deserted and in ruins. Since the Mo- 
hammedan invasion in the Twelfth cen- 
t-irv A. 1). the very site of this city wn« 
forgotten. It wns known to be some- 
where nenr the modern tow n of Patnn 
; n Bengal: but most of the ex pert - an I 
Others who had deliberatelv searched 
'or it believed that it had lieen entirely 
washed away by the Ganges. Then it 
will lie remembered »hnt Surgeon Maj. 
WadAail in ISM, during a (lying visit 

to Patnn. found that the leading land- 
mark! of Asoka's capital still existed, 
lie found several sculptured stones and 
Images of th» Asoka epoch lying OS the 
surface or built into houses or walls, 
and these, together with the position of 
i the old mounds, many of which still re- 

| tain t hair ancient namee, enabled him to 

fix with certairty the limits of Asoka's 
citadel, nnd »l»o to indicate roughly 
the possible sites of particular building? 
for MTplOratOry exemptions, without 
which, of course, no detailed identifica- 
tions could be decisiv ely at templed.

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WHERE IMMIGRANTS GO. 
Dlslrlliuiion of tha Forol<ners Who Come 

The two peoples who ls-pnn the great 
exodus from Europe half a century ago 
hare always been the largest factors 
in it. It was political trouble in Ger- 
many and famine in Ireland that start- 
ed the procession across the sen. Our 
Irish friends have reBlly not seen very 
much of the land of their ndoptior. 
Must of Ihcnj nt home, men nnd women, 
were tillers of the soil, but here they 
much prefer the towns and cities, par- 
ticularly those of the north Atlantic 
states. We are apt to think that the 
Irish swarm in our west. and. indeed, 
many thousands of them live there. 
But there are more Irish in Boston OT 
Philadelphia or Brooklyn than there 
arc in Chicago. Dublin has not so many 
natives of the Emerald isle within Its 
limits as there are in the Greater New 
York. Seventy thousand more Irish folk 
live on little Manhattan island than 
there ia in the whole state of Illinois; 
and in proportion to the total popula- 
tion of each state, there arc more of 
them in Massachusetts. Ilhode Island 
nnd Connecticut than in any other states 
of the union. Two-thirds of the Irish 
in tliis country live in New England. 
>.'cw York. New Jersey und Pennsyl- 
vania. Nearly every town In these 
states is well 'supplied w ith them and, 
as a rule, hns three times as many Irish 
ns western towns that are thrice as 
large. No foreigners keep more closely 
in touch vv ith the home people than the 
Irish, and that is one reason why they 
like to settle near the sea that waaheu 



ingered near our northeastern sea- 
board, more than two-thirds of theGer- 
nans have gone inland. New York 
tate. w ith a half-million Germans, ia 
beir favored al>ode in the east, and 
three-fifths of them live in New Y'ork 
city and Brooklyn; but though the em- 
pire state has a larger German element 
han any otheT state, the north central 
region, particularly Illinois, Michigan 
and Wisconsin, is their stronghold, and 
they are more numerous in Wisconsin, 
in proportion to population, than in I 
any other part of the country. The 
Germans.

Co., in their weekly review of trade 
Saturday, says: 

Better prospects and relief from 
monetary anxiety do not yet bring 
larger demands for finished products, 
though large buying of pig iron, wool, 
leather, hides, cotton and other mater- 
ials continue to show a growing belief 
that a general upward movement in 
prices will come with the replenish- 
ment of dealers' stocks this fall. Most 
prices are extremely low, so that 
nothing more than an ordinary de- 
mand would advance them. But bank 
failures at New Oneans cs 
temporary hesitation, crop returns 
dicate disappointment in some cotton 
and some spring wheat states, pri< 
of corn and oats make it unprofitable 
to sell at present, the number of man- 
ufacturing works and mines in opera- 
tion does not gain, but rather de- 
creases, reductions of wages are some- 
what numerous, occasionally resisted 
by strikes, and all these conditions di- 
minish for a time the buying power of 
the people. While many think general 
improvement can not come until the 
election has removed political uncer- 
tainties, others expect soon to see the 
result anticipated in trade. 
The weekly output of pig iron de- 
•eased 20,578 tons iu AuR-ust to 130,500 
tons against 217,300 in November, a 
shrinkage of 40 per cent. Other 
works still hare stopped since Septem- 
ber began. L'nsold stocks increased 
02,068 tons in August, exclusive of 
those accumulating in the hands of 
great steel oompauies. Sales of wool 
for the week cover about equaled the 
normal consumption for the first 
time In several months, not be- 
cause manufacturers have more work, 
> gain is seen in the time or out- 
put. The buying is mainly specula- 
tive, based on the belief that prices 
must advance. No considerable de- 
crease appears in the enormous stock 
of print cloths, although the output 
has been reduced about half for two

For 
other goods there is a better demand 
and niiinufacturers have advanced 
prices because of the rising cost of ma- 
terial, the average for all cottons hav- 
ing risen 5.;l per cent since August 6, 
but stocks of many kinds are large.
